For many years we have used our special method of grading and pack- 
ing all smaller stock—a method which insures that your stock will be a 
uniform strong grade and delivered in perfect condition regardless of dis- 
tance. The stock is dug fresh for each individual order, roots carefully 
puddled and graded in the fields, then brought to the packing shed, and 
regraded over the table. 

Your stock is then tied in bundles carefully packed in damp moss and 
each bundle wrapped in waterproof paper. The middle of the bundle 
cannot dry out nor heat. The shipment can be taken directly to your 
fields and planted from the box without any risk of drying out or expos- 
ure to the air, because the bundle is small and of convenient size.
